Witness Odused Half of th« Antfl«Me 
to Leave the Room Indignant- 
ly by Remarking Tliut 
Only intelligent Men 
CSould Follow. 



Rennes, Aag. 26.— The opening of the 
fifth seseion of the third WMk of the 
second trial of the Dreyfus courtmar- 
tla) tor treason occurred without any 
extraordinary incident. 

The clerk of the court read a medical 
certificate signed by two unknown 
doctors declaring it was impossible for 
Du Paty 'le Clam to leave his bed to 
come to Rennes to testify. 

Maitre ^bori, leading counsel for 
the defense, asked the president of the 
conrt, Colonel Jouaust, to instruct two 
well known medical men to examine 
Du Paty de Clam, but Colonel Jouaust 
refused. 

Rowland Strong, an Englirh news- 
paper man, was then called to the wit- 
ness stand and deposed to the fact tii.it 
Major Count Esteihazy confeesed to 
him that he wrote the famous borde- 
reau. 

The next witness was M. Gobert, an 
expert of the Hank of France, who can 
claim the honor of being the first man 
In France to have declared in favor of 
Dreyfus. He reported on examining 
the documents in the caae that Ester- 
hazy and not Dreyfua wrote the borde- 
reau. 

The witness opened bis deposition 
with a brief ^rsonal statement pro- 
testing agaist being characterized as a 
"doubtful expert" by the military 
party. 

' "But," ho added in tones of pro- 
found pity and turning toward Drey- 
fus, "I have no right to complain and 
am silent v/hen I see belore me the 
unfortunate man who sits there." 

A murmur of approval from the au- 
dience greeted these words of sympa- 
thy. 

M. Gobert then repeated the evidence 
he had given before the court of cassa- 
tion. He gave his testimony in a clear, 
convincing manner and was most em- 
phatic in attributing the bordereau to 
Esterhazy. 

Answering questions of the Judges 
M. Gobert declared bis conviction that 
the bordereau was wrlrtten In a run- 
ning, natural hand iiiul ^aid there was 
no tracing or other tricliery. 

General Gktnse asked to be confront- 
ed with M. Gobert, and put a number 
of questions, over one or two of which 
the witness stumbled to the infinite 
satisfaction of the military witnesses 
wte iteired ani** efeebMnged Joiyfal 
glances. 

Bertllloa on the Stand. 

M. Bertinon, the noted anthropo- 
Bometaist, was called ss the next wit- 
ness. M. Bertillon requested permis- 
sion to bring In his diagrams and pa- 
pers. The request was granted and M. 
Bertillbit retired for a moment return- 
iag at the head of a squad composed of 
an infantry sergeant and four privates, 
all staggering under the weight of im- 
mense leather satchels, charts, docu- 
ments, ete., which they deposited on 
the stage as a roar of laughter echoed 
throughout the court. Even the 
Judges were unable to suppress a smile 
as they gased on M. Bertitlon's sUgo 
^ properties strewed over half the plat- 
fonp. A table was brought in upon 
Which the plats he was using could be 
placed. 

^ The witness began by saying that 
only tntsHlgent men could follow bis 
explanations. The court was soon half 
emptied as the audience, after smiling 
audibly at his extraordinary words and 
expressions, became bored and went 
out. , 

M. Bertillon eonrmeneed at his dep- 
osition St 8: SO a. m. It occupied the 
whole of this session and will perhaps 
occupy a good part of another day. 

The courtroom presented a curious 
scene while M. Bertillon, whom the 
Dreyfusardfl in their most Indulgent 
momenta, describe as a "dangeruus ma- 
niac," spent the three remaining hours 
, of the session in explainlpg, in unlo- 
telligible terms, his "infallible" sys- 
tem of proving Dreyfus was the author 
of the bordereau. The majority of the 
oubllc, however, utterly unable to com- 



prehend M. Bertlilon's theories, had 
left the courtroom. Even "La Dame 
Blanch^" abandoned her post. In the 
meanwhile M. Bertillon, with gestures 
and In the shrill, pitched voice of a 
quack at a country fair continued his 
monologue as offering every minute 
some fresh paper, covered with won- 
derful Bieroglrphlcs, copies of which 
he presented to the judges, who. with 
an expression of owl-like wisdom, 
carefully examined them. 

Their heads clustered together, their 
eyes gazing on the long, wide strips of 
paper, while M. H< rtilloii leaned over 
their table trying to explain his mys- 
tifying diagrams, whicb were after- 
ward passed to MM. Laborl and Dr- 
Mange, who. however, apparently did 
not dsrivs mush profit ttofli uieir pe- 
rusal. ^ 

Dreyftis gased at the scene with a 
look of stupefaction. The clearest ut- 
terance of M. IU>rtlllon during the 
course of his de:uonstratlo:i was that 
the handwriting of the bordereau 
"obeys a geometrical rhythm, ol 
which he discovered the equalltation in 
the prisoner's blotting pad." 

The witness finally announced that 
he would give a practical demonstra- 
tion of the writing of the bordereau 
according to his system. 

Then he theatrically cIcHrcd the dc k 
attached to the witness bar, drew bin 
chair nearer, deposited his high bat on 
the floor, and sitting down began copy- 
ing the bordereau. 

At the end of ten minutes the people 
became restlessly Impatient and Col- 
onel Jouaust remarked that it was not 
necessary to copy the whole bordereau 
ana that a few lln^cs would suttce. 

A few minutes later M. Bertillon 
rose, strode to the judges' table and 
laid before them his copy. The 
Judges, counsel, government commis- 
sary. Major Carrleie and the clerk of 
the court clustered around In one 
group nearer to see the result. 

The audience watched this strange 
spectacle until Colonel Jouaust shrug- 
ged his shoulders and then the spec- 
tators knew that M. Bertillon had fail- 
ed to satisfy them. 

M. Bertillon noticed this and said 
apologetically: "I was too badly 
placed." 

Maitre Demange, of counsel for the 
defense, returned to counsel's table 
and in response to a look of inquiry 
from Dreyfus, whispered a few words 
to the prisoner, with a shrug of ms 
shoulders and a smile on his face. 
Dreyfus appeared perfectly satisfied. 

Colonel Jouaust then at 11:45 a. m. 
adjourned the court and M. Bertillon 
packed up his belongings and the sol- 
diers carried them out 

To the newspaper men who crowded 
around Maitre Laborl asking him for 
his Impressions, counsel said there was 
a certain resemblance to the bordereau, 
adding "But that Is all. M. Bertillon 
only did what dozens could do. It only 
proves he Is a clever forger, that is all." 

A Mysterious Message. 
Paris, Aug. 26.— A dispatch from Ly- 
ons says a bag has been found in the 
river Rhine there containing a paper 
with this penciled Inscription: "La- 
borl to Lorimier Basle — Nothing will 
be done. Dreyfus Is Innocent. Vol- 
unteer suicide. Orders executed." The 
bag was handed over to the police, but 
no explanation In the matter has been 
forthcoming. There is a proba^lity 
that the letter li a boas. LiMrlmer was 
the late Lieutensnt Colonei Henry's 
secretary and he committed suicide at 
Basle, Bwitierland. 

Rich C'altlenuin Killed. 
Engle, N. M.. Aug. 25.— W. J. Sprad- 
ling, a wealthy cattleman controlling 
stock interests in Chloride, was killed 
by cowboys near Falrview In revenge 
for shooting Miss Nellie McKlnstry, 
of Marlon, Ind. Spradling met the 
women whils lotlk were on horseback. 
He fired i reviver at her point bisak. 
The shot took effect In the women's 
neck and she fell to the ground. Cow- 
boys near by started after Spradling, 
who emptied his revolver at them. A 
fusllade tr<mi Winchesters brought 
Spradling to the ground with six bul- 
lets In his body and head. He died In- 
stantly. Miss McKiustry will recover. 
No estise for the trouble known. 

Tu Cuiitrul Automobiles. '

Aug. 23.— Presi- 
dent and Mrs. McKinJey, wiv.i Vice 
President and Mrs. Hobart, Garrett A. 
Hobart, Jr., Attorney General Griggs, 
Dr. and Mrs. Rlxey, Private Secretary 
Cortelyou and Exei utive Clerk Barnes, 
arrived here from.Plattsburg on a spe- 
cial train of four palace cars. As the 
train drew into the station, the pres- 
idential salute was fired by Wilson 
battery. Second battery. National 
Guard New York and a detachment of 
troop C, of Brooklyn, presented arms. 
The president was greeted with grrat 
enthusiasm as h6 emerged from the 
car and assisted Mrs. McKlnlex to 
alight. 

President and Mrs. McKinley looked 

In excellent health and bowed their 
acknowledKmenta repeatedly to the 
grtat crowd. 

At 10 a. m. the reception committee 
and officers Of troop C of Brooklyn and 
the Second battery of New York drove 
over to Normanhurst in six carriages 
and formally welcomed the president 
to Long Branch. 

Miles O'Brlsn Introduced the mem- 
bers of the delegation to the president 
who exchanged a few words with each 
on presentation. Former Senator Ru- 
fus Biodgett welcomed the president 
on behalf of the committee and extend- 
ed a cordial welcome from the perma- 
nent and transient citizens of Ltong 
Branch. 

The president in reply ssid: "I 
thank the committee and eitlsens on 

behalf of Mrs. McKinley and myself 
for their courtesies and hearty wel- 
come. I cannot say just now what my 
plans are as Dr. J. E. Price, of Ocean 
Grove', has my promise to visit that 
unique stronghold of Methodism. I 
feel, however. I am bound by the de- 
sires of the Long lirandi citizens as 
their invitation was the first. I have 
wiehed for a long time to pay this visit 
as I was fascinated by the surround- 
ings of Long Branch when I first visit- 
ed in this vicinity 12 years ago." 

Dr. Jacob Price, dean of the Ocean 
Grove summer snhool of theology, call- 
ed on the president and extended the 
formal invitation from the trustees and 
citizens of Ocean Grove.

The president, accompanied by Mrs. 
McKinley and Mrs. Hobart, subse- 
quently drove to the Iron pier to wit- 
ness the arrival of the Scorpion. As 
the carriage reached the pier the trim 
little gunboat dropped anchor and 
fired the presidential salute. 

TTiey took a short drive along Ocean 
avenue and drove later to Norman« 
hurst for Ittncheon. 

Everywhere the president was greet- 
ed with cheers, handclapping and Wav- 
ing of handkeri hiefs. 

OUBAN EXILES. 

Released Vtum Spantiih Prisons and 

Started For Home. 
Washington, Aug. 25. — Word has 
been received from the United Snatea 
minister at Madrid, Mr. Bellamy Storer, 
that four Cuban exfleis were released 
from the Spanish penal settlement at 
BorguS on the eighth and have sailed 
for Cuba. Their names are Rafael 
Joyer, J^tonio Capsiblanoa, Julian Ai- 
vares and Noberto Rojos Nernsndez. 
These men were political prisoners, 
accused during the regime of General 
Weyler of disloyalty to Spain and 
sentenced to penal servitude for life 
or for a long term of years. 

Wheat Rxports. 
London, Aug. 26. — The Statist, under 
the caption "American Prosperity," 
says: "There will lie very large ex- 
ports of wheat to meet the demands of 
western Europe. American farmers 
are disposing of their crops rapidly 
and at tolerably good prices. They will ' 
be able to purcase from the east and 
Europe as fully as they have been do- 
ing this year. The I'nited^tatas has 
made great progress of late years In 
manufacturing and trading, but it Is 
essentially an agricultural country and 
its prosperity depends mainly on the 
harvests. Therefore first wbealt and 
||P04 harvests of other productions 
flieah tie continuance of the well be- 
ing of the farmers who are the back 
bone and llfeblood of the country." 

Love Did it. 
Bedwood City, Cal.. Aug. 25.— Be- 
cause she declined his pr'ipo.^al of mar- 
riage, Jerome Turner s lot and killed 
Mrs. I.lllle Stalier and then shot him 
self, dying a few minutes later. 



EAOE TBOUBLES EENEWED 

Ciovoruor Candler Ih Asked tu iicu^J 
Troops to I>urlen. • 

Atlanta, Oa., Aug. 2S.— There is a 
renewal of the race troubles at Darien, 
a., and Covernor Candler has again 
been asked to send troops there to pre- 
vent an outbreak. A few days ago 
Henry Dalegal was arrested at Darleu 
on a charge of assault and as lynch- 
ing was prevented by the action If the 
governor in sending 200 members of 
the First regiment, who brought the 
prisoner to Atlsnta, and Isft a deucb- 
ment on guiird at Darien. Joseph 
Townsend was killed and Octavlus 
Hopkins was wounded in the shoulder 
by John Dalegal whom they were try- 
ing to arrest Sheriff T. B. Blount of 
Mcintosh county wired Oocernor Can- 
dler urging that more troops be sent 
to Darien as the situation is critical. 
Colonel Lawton who Is in command 
at Darien wired for oarblhes snti 
ammunition, which was sent to him. 
Governor Csndler has referred Sheriff 
Blount's me8L..ge to Colonel Lawton 
and ordered the Liberty independent 
troop to be In readiness to move. 

Kescue of Gold Seekers. 
Washington, Aug. 25.— Captain Shoe- 
maker of tlie re\('nue cutter service 
received a report from Lieutenant D. 
H. Jarvis, the commander of the rev- 
enue cutter Bear, containing an ac- 
count of the rescue of the gold seekers 
who rushed in the Kotzi imc jiold 
country, Alaska, in the summer of 
1898. At Cape Prince of Wales he 
learned of the awful destitution which 
had overtaken the gold seekers at 
Kotzebue sound. On arrival there he 
found a terrible condition of affairs. 
Men hsd died of starvation, scurvy and 
by drowning, attd hs obtalnsd a list 
48 deaths. 



Brooke's I>etemilnatfoa. 

Havana. Aug. 2.">.— Governor General 
Brooke has virtually decided not to 
make any payments to Cuban troops 
on the basis of additional rolls. The 
first payments brought to light such an 
amount of thievery and attempted 
swindling that he has ceased to con- 
sider the question of distributing what 
is 4eft of the $3,000,000 in sunole- 
mentary payments. The sum Vow 
left In his hands he will probably use 
to assist wounded and deserving of- 
ficers, who, under the original arrange- 
ment, were to receive nothing. 

("ensured the <ioverii<ir. 
Des Moines, la., Aug. 25.— The Na- 
tional Union Veterans' union adopted 
resolutions denouncing Governor Shaw 
for appointing J. Rush Lincoln, an ex- 
Confederate, as brigadier general of 
Iowa troops when they were called 
Into service at the opening of the Span- 
ish war. The governor, at a camp fire 

of the order, defended himself for this 
action. He said i..lncoln was conceded 
the best military man In the state. 
There were expressions of disapproba- 
tion while he wss talking. 

State ' or Anarcn y . 
London, Aug. 25.— The Lebuan cor- 
respondent of the Reuter Telegram 
company caliles that r< liable news re- 
ceived there direct from Manilla days 
that an indescribable state of anarchy 
prevails. The Americans, according to 
these advices, occupy a radius of 15 
niilr.H ilu ie; around the town of Iloilo 
they occupy a radius of nine miles and 
around Cebu they occupy a small ra- 
dius. The rest of the country, it is 
sdded, is in the hands of ths Filipinos. 

May KnfOrce a Heitvy Penaly. 
Washington, Aug. 26.— The treasury 

department, up to this time, has ac- 
cepted all compromises offered by 
iMinks for the settlement of fines where 
examiners have found them In posses- 
sion of unstamped checks and notes. 
The plea in almost every instsnce is 
inadvertence. Violations of the laws 
have not decreased as they should and 
the department is on the point of 
adopting a rigid pallcy of enforcing a 
heavier penalty for every Ttolstion. 

Demaad For Colorett TMope. 

Washington, Aug. 25.— Great pres- 
sure has been brought to bear on the 
administration to organize a colored 
regiment for service in the Philippines. 
The matter is still uhder eoosiderstlon 
by Secretary Root, no decision having 
been reached. It is understood that if 
such a regiment is (jrganlzed It Will be 
officered by colored men. 

Not .Strained. 

New York. Aug. 25.— Captain Math- 
ews of Sir Thomas Upton's stesm 
yseht Brln denied that Shamrock was 

in any way strained. He said the 
yacht was thor6ughly washed out and 
was afterwards pumped out, which 
probably gave rise to the report tliat 
she was leaking.

L'he Owner Bases Mis Contest on thS 
around Tnat the Klllpiiios 
Were Allies of the United 
States of America. 



Washington, Aug. 25.— The navy ds* 
partment has received a protest from 
W. F. Sylvester, of London, one of the 
owners of the ship Abbey seized by Ad- 
miral Dewey on the charge of carry- 
ioc arms to the Filipinos. 

He states that he is about to come 
to Washington to contest this selsure 
on the' ground that the Filipinos were 
the allies of the United States at the 
time the United States arms were ship- 
ped. At the same time the state de- 
partment through Consul Ooodnow st 
Shsni^ai has prosecuted an inquiry 
into the shipment of the arms and a 
report Is now before the department. 

Based on the report the state depart- 
ment Is preparing a letter to the navy 
department which will be the ground 
for further proceedings. The owners 
of the Abbey have retained counsel 
here to look after their interests and 
he has filed a number of papers both 
at the state and navy departments and 
called to submit documents in the case. 

The ramifications of the Abbey seiz- 
ure are engaging the attention of the 
state, war and navy departments and 
promises to have some Interesting se* 
quels. It Is said at the state depart- 
ment that action Is taken as to Con- 
sul Bedlow, our representative at Can- 
ton, because he certified that Mr. Syl- 
vester was an American citizen and on 
this the Abbey ?( cured registry. A pri- 
vate letter ju.st received there from 
Consul Bedlow states that he Is on 
leave of absence and is on his way 
home via San Francisco. 

RETAIL BUTCHEKS 



Decide to Raise a Big Fund to Fight 
Chicago Packers. 

New York, Aug. 25.— The executive 
committee of the Retail Butchers' Pro- 
tective association met to consider 
means to fight the Chicago wholesal- 
ers. They decided to recommend the 
raising of A fund of $5,000. 0(iO. Of this 
sum $3,000,000 is to be rais< d by the re- 
tailers themselves and $2,000,000 by 
popular subscription at $1 a share, 
with a maximum holding by any one 
person of 20 shares. When the com- 
mittee finished its session it had 
pledKul subscriptions to the aniouut of 
$1,OUU,000. President Wagner said be 
had conferred with stockrslsers and 
their representatives and was a.-;sured 
that enough stock to meet the demand 
for beef by this city will be furnished.

Haiti, Aug. 25.— Severe 
fighting took place Tuesday and Wed- 
nesday in the neighborhood of Monte 
Christ!, Santo Domingo, between the 
government fori i s and the revolution- 
ists, it is said that the former lost 
heavily, while the latter, owing to the 
advantageous position which they oc- 
cupied only suffered slight loss. The 
revolutionists are rf ported to Im OOg- 
tinually receiving reinforcements.

Washington, Aug. 25.~The following 
has been received at the war depart- 
ment from General Otis at Manilla: 
"Transport Ob\o arrived this morn- 
ing. No easuattfes. Five sick left at 
Honolulu." The transport Ohio sailed 
from San Francisco July 26 with com- 
panies C and L, Nineteenth United 
States Infantry, and recruits, 11 oA* 
cers snd 726 enlisted men.
